NEW YORK. N. Y., May 20.— All attend- 
ance records were broken for the holiday 
racing' at Belmont Park today and with the 
perfect weather and a fast track the sport 
was worthy of the Memorial day gathering. 
It was a card that was full of interest, with 
the Toboggan, the Juvenile and a steeplechase 
as features, and each race brought out a real 
good contest. 

The Toboggan furnished a real thrill when 
H. P. Whitney's three-year-old Rocket forced 
all the pace to win, while S. C. Hildreth's 
Dunboync just nosed out Tryster. another 
Whitney starter, for second place. The 
Juvenile was captured by John E. Madden's 
McKee, while Cherry Pie and Canaque, both 
from the Greentree Stable, finished second 
and third. 

There was some delay at the start of 
the Toboggan, for which On Watch was to 
blame, but the start was a good one. Rocket 
was away quickly and Penman at once 
rushed him out until he was clear of his 
opponents, and he was good enough to hoid 
his advantage, with Reprisal in second place, 
and the othets closely bunched back of him. 
Dunboyne was racing along next to the 
inner rail and within striking distance, but 
in decidedly close quarters, while Tryster 
was racing wide and losing some ground. 
Careful was cn the inside and she was an- 
other that was in rather close quarters. 

Swinging into the stretch Rocket was still 
well clear, but the others were charging 
along so threateningly that Penman struck 
him once with the whip at the eighth post. 
The son of P.roomstick responded to the call 
and. coming on straight and true, was win- 
ner by a length and a half. 

DUNBOYNE IN DIFFICULTIES. 

Dunboyne was repeatedly blocked in his 
position on the inside, but, fighting his way 
through, just took second place in the last 
stride. Tryster had been forced to race wide 
and finished with rare courage. On Watch, 
after being outrun early and badly buffeted ; 
about in the early running, came with his 
usual rusli at the end to land in fourth place. 
The race was worth $7,500 to the winner 
and for the first time in its Delmont Park 
history was around the turns. It was a 
change of course that was decidedly popular 
with the crowd. 

Thirteen went to the post for the five- 
eighths of the Juvenile and John R Madden ■ 
furnished the winner in McKee, a bay son of 
Ultimus and Ballymena, while Cherry Pie | 
and Canaque, both from the Greentree Stable, j 
finished second and third. The race was i 
worth $13,200 to the winner. The start was j 
a good one for all but Chester Applegate's 
Roseate II. He was caught in the barrier as 
he left and carried it with him almost to 
the finish. 

McKee began well from the Inside and com- 
ing over slightly in the early stages forced 
all the pace. Canaque. starting from the in- 
side, was right with the Madden colt, while 
i Lyke was not so lucky with Cherry Pie, the 
Greentree Stable starter. 

RUNS STRAIGHT AND TRUE. 

Going by the stand Pennon showed signs 
of weakening and Cherry Pie was finishing 
fast, while Canaque was holding safe the 
Schwartz colt. McKee ran straight and true 
to the end. where he was winner by a length 
and a half, and Cherry Pie beat his stable- 
mate by a couple of lengths for second place. 
The time, 57%, is a record for the Juvenile 
since it has been run over the five-eighths 
at Belmont Park. 

It was a real good contest that came out of 
the running of the short course steeplechase 
when Mohican, from the Greentree Stable, 
outgamed Joseph R Widener’s Wisest Fool 
to win rather easily and L. J. Raymond's 
New Haven was a distant third. Southfield 
made a mistake at the last jump and un- 
seated R. Simpson and this permitted New 
Haven to take down a part of the purse. 
The only other starter was Bronze Eagle 
and he was a distant last all the way. 

Mohican was easily best and went out from 
tho start to force the pace all the way. New 
Haven went with him for the first three 
Jumps, while Byers had Wisest Fool under 
double restraint and galloping along in third 
place. Before the water was reached New 
Haven wa3 all through and then Byers made 
his move with the Wldener jumper. He went 
to Mohican readily, but when Bethel shook 
up Mohican and Byers realized that his 
mount could not outrun him he eased up 
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OTTAWA, Ont., May 30. — Ottawa wel- 
comed racing this afternoon in a wholeheart- 
ed manner and graced by the presence of 
His Excellency Lord Byng of Vimy, gover- 
nor-general of Canada, a crowd of large pro- 
portions was present at Connaught Park to 
witness the running of the seven races that 
made up the initial program. The weather 
conditions could hardly have been improved 
upon, being of midsummer variety, and the 
track was in fast condition. 

The plant, a picturesque one, presented a 
pleasing appearance, while the lawns and 
stands held their quota of gaily attired wom- 
en, which contrasted in bold relief with the 
somber garments of the men. The clubhouse 
was the scene of many parties, in which 
men prominent in the financial and political 
world of Canada forgot for the afternoon 
their duties and enjoyed an afternoon of 
l acing. 

The feature attraction of the afternoon was 
the Jubilee Purse, which brought together a 
well-matched band of sprinters to go three- 
quarters. A field of six faced the starter, 
with Edward F. Whitney's Caretaker the 
popular choice. Chloris, carrying the colors 
of A. V. Thoma3. was returned the winner in 
a drive from Sangrado, with Caretaker third. 
The winner was ridden by Chalmers, came 
from behind the pace established by Care- 
taker and was going away at the end. The 
start was a good or.e, but before the field 
had gone many yards Affectation was shut ! 
off and Claver was forced to take her up. j 
Caretaker displayed the most early speed 
and raced into a safe lead. Chloris was rac- ! 
ing in second position on the outside, whila 
Affectation found clear sailing next to the 
inner rail and was in third position, while 
the remainder of the field was some dis- 
tance back. Entering the stretch Chloris 
was sent to the front with a rush and shook 
off Caretaker, while Affectation began to 
tire from her early efforts. Sangrado closed 
fast under punishment and though gaining 
on the winner could not overtake her. Care- 
taker was beaten for second place by a neck. 

INAUGURAL TO WRECKER. 

The opening race of the afternoon, a dash 
of three-quarters, resulted in victory for W. 
H. Cooper’s Wrecker in a drive from Glenn, 
with Franc Tireur third. The winner was 
ridden by Turner, who saved his mount be- 
hind the pace set by Glenn. The latter was 
a forward factor for the entire distance, only 
giving way in the final seventy yards, when 
the winner drew alongside. Franc Tireur 
came from a long way back and took the 
small end of the purse by a short margin. 

Arendal scored an easy victory in the run- 
ning of the Oxford Purse, which was con- 
tested by a small band of two-year-oids. Car- 
men Pantages was second, with Seth's Lemon 
third. The winner was ridden by Erickson 
and displayed good speed throughout, raced 
the heavily backed favorite into defeat and 
drew clear through the final sixteenth. 

Rex Gaiety scored another victory in the 
sixth race, for Canadian-breds, at a mile 
and seventy yards, in a drive from Blarney 
Boy and King’s Court. The winner was rid- 
den by Anderson and came from behind to 
win by a short margin. Rex Gaiety was in 
early difficulties, but as the race was run 
proved much the best. Blarney Boy estab- 
lished the early pace, but gave way to King’s 
Court entering the stretch, while Rex Gaiety 
was forced to come around the leaders. 

William Martin, patrol judge on the Can- 
adian tracks last year, announced this morn- 
ing that he would open up a public training 
stable and race over the Canadian circuit. 

AFTER CONSTANCY FILLY. 

Montfort Jones has written to J. K. L 
Ross requesting him to place a price upon 
the Sir Barton — Constancy filly which is now 
at Berryville, Va. The filly is said to be a 
good looker and is the first offspring of both 
noted performers. Mr. Ross has so far re- 
fused to set a figure upon the filly. 

The Canadian-bred Ammunition, which per- 
formed through the field last season, will be 
pointed for steep leehasing at this meeting. 
Ammunition displayed good form over the 
jumps in his few starts. 

V/. D. Bernhardt, who campaigns a pre- 
tentious string on the Canadian circuit, was 
an arrival from New Orleans this morning 
and will remain for the remainder of the 
meeting. 

Jockey J. Williams came on from New York 
yesterday and will ride as a free lance. 
William Martin has taken over his engage- 
ment book and that of T. rarrington. 

L. Meripole shipped his recent purchase 
Manna from New York here. Manna was 
purchased from R. T. Wilson. 

W. A. Burttschell has turned over to H. 
Neusteter the apprentice F. Pecaiio for the 
remainder of the Canadian racing. 

Edward F. Whitney was a visitor this aft- 
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Now that Exterminator has joined 
Man o’ War as the only American 
winners of over $200,000, it will be 
interesting to watch the progress of the 
young champion Morvich in his march 
to the same coveted goal. No other 
horse in American turf history had 
such a glorious opportunity to win 
so much money in such a short time 
as Morvich has at the present. If all 
goes well with him he has a splendid 
chance of not only passing the $200,000 
mark, but also to closely approach in 
total winnings the huge sums credited 
to Isinglass, Donovan, Rock Sand and 
Bayardo of the English turf. Victory 
n the Eatonia Derby and the Kentucky 
Special, in both of which he has been 
announced as a certain starter, will 
give the same honor now shared by 
Man o’ War and Exterminator — winner 
of over $200,000. To date his total 
winnings amount to $169,009, his won- 
derful record being as follows :

NEW YORK'S OPINION OF IT 

Approves Chicago City Council's Invitation to 
Exhibit Unbeaten Morvich in This City. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., May 30. — Those with 
the best interests of the turf at heart every- 
where are congratulating the city council of 
Chicago in its efforts to have Benjamin 
Block show his unbeaten Morvich in that 
city during the Pageant of Progress. The 
invitation was decided upon unanimously 
and it tends to show the feeling of the city 
fathers toward the turf and the thorough- 
bred horse. Morvich is a real American, as a 
study of his blood lines will testify, and he 
properly belongs in the Pageant of Progress. 
He tells conclusively of the progress in the 
breeding of horses in this country. 

A Morvich, a Man o’ War, or a champion 
like old Exterminator, will do more for rac- 
ing and the thoroughbred industry than any- 
thing else. The mere showing of such a 
horse in Chicago would be the best sort of 
missionary work looking to a resumption of 
racing there. These horses are all public 
idols, though Man o’ War has been retired to 
the stud. There are horses whose names will 
always be bright spots in the history of the 
American turf and they are even more, for 
men and women who have no turf interests 
whatever are interested in these horses. 
Their patriotism gives them the interest. 
Each horse is an American institution and 
each tells of what can be done in the rearing 
of the best horses in the world right here on 
our own broad, fertile acres. 

Chicago, once one of the best American 
racing centers, has not forgotten the thor- 
oughbred and racing should be brought there, 
to be on the plane it was on during the days 
of old Washington Park. Not only does 
Chicago want to see Morvich, but all who 
are for the American turf and all it rep- 
iesents also want Mr. Block to accept the 
; invitation of the Chicago city council and 
send his champion out there to do his part 
in bringing back the greatest of all sports.

Track Record Time. 

Rouleau Wins a Fast-Run Mile 
Dash — Hughes Graham Makes 
Amends in Easy Style.

LOUISVILLR Ky., May 30. — Thomas C. 
McDowell’s grand mare Distinction made her 
season's debut this afternoon a most aus- 
picious one and, likewise, recorded the best 
performance of her career, when she won 
the Decoration Day Handicap, with $2,500 
added, in one of tho most grueling drives 
witnessed over the Churchill Downs course. 
Her success was achieved by a nose over 
her former stable companion Braedalbane. 
Following the pair came Centimeter, with 
such other noted sprinters as Marjorie Hynes 
and Dr. Clark following. The time of the 
race. 1 :11. equals the track record for the 
distance, held jointly by Flags and Bring- 
hurst. 

Distinction, by carrying 122 pounds, con- 
ceded actual weight to all the others, as 
well as scale weight, but she was in the 
thickest of the strife from the start and when 
it came to the final drive Kederis rode her 
vigorously and she responded in her usual 
game style. Braedalbane had been the early 
leader and, holding on gamely, seemed almost 
certain of success in the last eighth, but 
steadily the McDowell mare gained on him, 
and finally got her nose in front just as the 
pair were taking the last stride. Her per- 
formance was a wonderful one, considering it 
was her initial start for this year, and it 
was a great tribute to jockey J. Howard, who 
has had supervision of her training, as well 
as of the other racers in the McDowell es- 
tablishment. 

DR. CLARK’S DISAPPOINTMENT. 

The disappointment in the race was Dr. 
Clark, because of his good showing in a pre- 
ceding race, in which it took High Cloud’s 
sensational record-breaking performance to 
beat him home by a scant margin. He was 
made a big favorite in today’s race, but he 
was lacking high speed and Connelly was con- 
tent to let him race wide and follow the 
others a good way back after the first quar- 
ter had been traversed. 

Today's holiday attendance was one of the 
largest that has been at Churchill Downs, ex- 
cepting Derby day. Wagering was also heavy 
and interest in the sport of a high standard. 
The perfect weather and track conditions 
contributed extensively to make the occasion 
an enjoyable one for the big band of visitors. 

The Montfort Jones stable took down their 
daily purse during the afternoon with Rou- 
leau. He was in with some speedy milers in 
the secondary feature and won in game style 
from Parader, with Dartmoor in third place. 
The winner was far back for the first half 
mile, but came fast in the stretch to win in 
race horse fashion. 

Hughes Graham, which has been a failure 
of frequency, was returned the victor in the 
sixth race, but his success was aided by the 
crowding that came soon after the start and 
it enabled him to race into a long lead, which 
assured his victory. Old Top. under strong 
riding, landed in second place a few inches 
in advance of Skeezix, a first timer that 
might be a good colt. He raced green and 
as a result was almost left at the post He 
displayed a sensational flight of speed and 
moved around the rear guard like a flash, 
but in the final drive he tired and it enabled 
Old Top to beat him out for second place. 

PUNTA GORDA IS BEST. 

Harry Pavne Whitney’s Punta Gorda, a 
favorite In the second race, bringing to the 
post a band of maiden two-year-old fillies, 
proved much the best of the starters and 
won easily, after having been outpaced in 
the early running by Barbara Palmer and 
Needy. The Wh.tney filly was away well, 
but on the stretch turn Connelly rode her 
wide, then under rousing up in tho* last eighth 
she rushed into a long lead. Barbara Palmer 
maintained her position well in tho stretch 
and was standing the hard final drive in 
resolute style. Bandeau, which had been ex- 
tensively backed, came with a rush right 
at the end and outstayed Needy for third 
place. . 

In which some 
l good platers met, resulted in another victory 
for Frank J. Kelly, whose Janku. winner of 
his previous race, won easily after having 
led for the entire race.

L.OMDON, England, May 5. — The One Thou- 
sand Guineas is a race notorious for sur- 
prises. Bettina, which won last year, started 
at 33 to 1 against and never won another 
race. 

Practically all England expected Marshall 
Field's undefeated and brilliant filly Golden 
Corn to add to her laurels, and in a field 
of twenty horses she was backed down to 
7 to 4. In the paddock before the race one 
gained the impression that the classic fil- 
lies, as far as looks were concerned, are of 
a higher standard than the colts. I had, 
for several days, made up my mind that 
the race probably lay between Golden Corn, 
Soubriquet and Silver Urn. I happened to 
know that when the last-named filly failed in 
her first race at Newbury, and was beaten 
by Westmead, her form absolutely mystified 
her trainer. The week before Newmarket she 
won in good style the Esher Cup over the 
severe one mile and sixty yards at Sandown 
Park. There was therefore in my mind no 
doubt about her staying the course at New- 
market, and the same applied to Soubriquet. 
She was also successful at Sandown. There 
was some doubt as to the stamina of Golden 
Corn ; yet there was not a newspaper in 
England which predicted that Silver Urn 
was likely to win the race. 

Golden Corn has grown into a magnificent 
mare. She has great heart room, powerful 
quarters and stands on faultless legs. I 
thought she looked a trifle burly and as 
though a race might do her good. Her own- 
er's manager had every confidence in her. 
Thirty-six hours prior to the decision of the 
race I_was at Moulton Paddocks. Naturally 
one did not disturb Golden Corn, but as a 
result of inquiries I ascertained she was fit 
and the stable did not appear to doubt her 
ability to stay the One Thousand Guineas 
course. 

GOLDEN CORN FAILED IN FRONT. 

From a good start Golden Corn and Silver 
Urn dashed away in front. Lord Durham's 
Tracery filly Indulgence and Mysia, were 
in close attendance. At five-eighths Leighton 
Tor attempted to close with the leaders, but 
soon had enough, which was rather surpris- 
ing as she gave such a good showing over a 
miie at Newbury behind Weathervane. To 
this point Golden Corn had run with all her 
old brilliance. 

My reading of the race is that Marshall 
Field's filly was beaten at six and one-haif 
furlongs, and her weakness became apparent 
in another one hundred yards. Silver Urn 
alongside Golden Corn was going well all 
the time, and Donoghue on the favorite had 
no chance of easing her. 

In the last furlong Silver Urn drew away 
and won easily by a couple of lengths. Dono- 
gbue might have taken second place had he 
pressed Golden Corn, but in the last eighth 
Soubriquet passed her to gain second place. 
Indulgence, the biggest filly in the field, fin- 
ished fourth ; Mysia, another nice looker 
1 b >' Bachelor’s Double, and trained by Gilpin, 
was fifth, with Leighton Tor behind her.

Australian Champion Declines 

144 Pounds in Big Races. 

» 

Sydney Cup Has $40,000 Added 
— Handicap Reveals Best Horses 
in Present Australian Action. 



SYDNEY, N. S. W., Australia, April G. — 
Ten handicappers have judged the Austra- 
lian chamipon horse Eurythmic so doughtily 
in weight allotments that he will run no 
more in handicap races. He was given 144 
pounds to carry in the Sydney Cup, of two 
miles ; 144 pounds in the Lancaster Handi- 
cap of one mile. He was declared from 
both. 

Eurythmic is to go in the next Melbourne 
Cup. There are sufficient weight-for-age 
races in sight to keep him busy. The cham- 
pion is not likely to race after this season. 
Eurythmic has just failed to get a place at 
Flemington in the Newmarket Handicap un- 
der 143 pounds. 

The Australian Jockey Club has decided 
that the added money for the 1923 Australian 
.Derby shall be $40,000. This year’s race 
had $35,000 added. The 1921 Derby had but 
$30,000 of added value. 

The fees for the Derby of 1923 will be 
$150 for starters, with $8,000 to the second, 
$4,000 to the thtrd horse, and $1,500 to the 
breeder of the winner. 

The Derby of 1921 was worth $25,580 to 
the winner. That of this season was worth 
$31,055. The prize for the winner of the 1923 
race can be reasonably estimated at $35,000. 

It was not until 1900 that the Australian 
Jockey Club offered $5,000 added money for 
the Derby. That was its yearly value until 
1906, when it was raised to $7,500. 

$40,000 ADDED FOB SYDNEY CUP. 

The Sydney Cup is, with the Melbourne 
trophy, one of the great races of Australia, 
It is at two miles. It attracts yearly the 
distance stars of the land. It has always 
been a difficult one for a topweight to win, 
the last successful one being that good mare, 
Wakeful, in 1902. In the last twenty-one 
Cups the heaviest weighted runner has fared 
as follows :

I.ONDON. England, May 30. — At 4 o’clock this afternoon the steady flood of support for 
Lord Queensborough’s St. Louis had sent the colt’s price for the running of tho Epsom 
Derby tomorrow to 9 to 2 in the wagering at the course. St. lx>uis is a strong favorite and 
his hackers are extremely confident on the eve of the big race. 

Sol Joel's Pondoland, which developed an ailment last week, has drifted steadily to a 
longer price, and the wagering at the course against him is at 10 to 1 offered, with few 
takers. Sir Ernest Paget’s Reecho is also quoted at 10 to 1. Lord Glanely's Great Star is 
quoted at 60 to L 

The crowds are already gathering at Epsom for the Derby and from all indications the 
attendance tomorrow will establish a new record for the race. The course is hard and the 
weather warm and close with no threat of rain. 

The public interest in the race is at an unprecedented level, because of its open char- 
acter. Lord Queenborough's St. Louis remains the favorite, although his price has drifted 
slightly higher during the day's wagering at the course. Lord Queenborough is praying for 
rain, as St. Louis is best on a soft track. Pondoland, Sol Joel’s candidate, is still giving his 
trainer cause for anxiety, though he worked well when sent through his paces Monday. He 
is quoted at 100 to 15. Sir James Buchanan's Captain Cuttle is quoted at 7 to 1. His short 
price is principally due to the fact that Stephen Donoghue has been engaged to ride him. 
Sir Ernest Paget's Reecho is quoted at 15 to 2; Lord Derby's Tamar at 100 to 8; F. Bibby's 
North End at 100 to 6, and A. Barclay Walker’s Craigangower at 18 to 1. 

Pondoland or St. Louis should win the race. If an outsider wins he will probably be 
Craigangower, Bucks Hussar, Physchology or Villars.

DISTINCTION’S GREAT SPEED 



At the conference of the Methodist Church 
Of Victoria and Tasmania In Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, last month, a Tasmanian delegate, W. 
E. Shoobridge, administered a knock-out blow 
to most of the other delegates by stating 
that the Methodist Church was the father of 
Tattersall’s sweep organization, a lottery 
over horses of wide Australian range. 

In the Melbourne Age’s report of the pro- 
ceedings it is stated that during the dis- 
cussion on tho subject of gambling, Mr. W. 
E. Shoobridge said Tattersall's competitions 
were originally established as a land lottery 
In Tasmania by the old Van Dleman’s Land 
Bank, with which a leading Methodist was at 
the time associated. 

“Our own church.” declared Mr. Shoo- 
bridge “is responsible for Tattersall's.” The 
chairman. Rev. J. Snell, protested by saying 
“I don’t think this is an absolute fact. Mr. 
Shoobridge should be careful in his phrasing. 
He says this organization owes its origin 
to a leading member of the Methodist Church. 

I challenge his statement.” 

Mr. Shoobridge replied : “I am certain of 
my statements.” 

AUSTRIA’S RACING T AXA TION 

Racing in Austria is In danger of being 
taxed out of existence. Although 450,000,000 
crowns were bet at the pari-mutuel at the 
opening meeting the Jockey Club is faced 
with a deficit of nearly two millions. The 
tax imposed by the state on the mutuels 
amounted to more than 70.000,000, while the j 
Vienna municipal authorities claim a tax 
of 10.000, COO on the entrance money. It is j 
feared that in view of fiscal insatiability the 
efforts of the Jockey Club committee and 
secretary to keep racing going will be in vain. 

For dollar sums three naughts can be 
taken off all the totals, as the Austrian 
crown averaged a little over one-tenth of 
a cent for the year. But even such totals 
are enormous and out of proportion as rac- 
ing taxation. 

GROWTH OF BRITISH RACING 

The number of horses which raced last 
year In Great Britain and Ireland was 4.391, 
or 299 more than in 1920 and 339 more than 
in 1913. The latter total stood as a record 
until 1920. In 1917, when racing during the 
war period was at its lowest ebb, the num- 
ber of horses racing was 1,911. Compared 
with 1920 there were last year twenty-nine 
more two-year-olds, seven fewer three-year- 
olds, 104 more four-year-olds and 173 more 
horses five years old and over. There has 
thus been a complete recovery from the 
stagnation caused by the war.

The Epsom Derby win be run today and all the English that can get there will be on 
hand to see the classic decided on Epsom Downs. It has been a moot question whether 
more persons see the Derby than the Grand Prix de Paris. The transportation conditions 
are not the same, as the French event is virtually run in the city of Paris, while Epsom 
is not so close to the English metropolis. 

When it comes to a question of world-wide racing interest the Derby ranks first. 
Englishmen in every part of the globe eagerly await the cabled announcement of the event, 
and pools or “sweeps,” as they are termed, beguile the tedium of many an exile. To win 
tiie Epsom Derby is the ambition of every man who races thoroughbreds. It is the most 
coveted of the world's turf prizes, and that most orderly and sedate institution, the English 
house of commons, has adjourned cn the day it was run. The most cosmopolitan crowd in 
the world probably turns out for it. Those who go by road leave London in the early morn- 
ing. At the course king and commoner touch elbows. No outdoor gathering in the world 
carries with it as varied interest, and it is an ideal place to study human nature. 

The Derby was first run for in 1780, when it was won by Sir C. Bunbury’s DIomed, a 
horse that was afterward imported to this country, and whose name appears in pedigrees of 
many of our best thoroughbred families. 

When the late King Edward won it with Minoru in 1909 he established a record, as he was 
the first sovereign cf England to win the honor, which, however, as Prince of Wales he had 
experienced in 1896 with Persimmon, and four years later with that horse's brother, 
Diamond Jubilee. Many peers of England have been successful in annexing it, and Ameri- 
can citizens have scored, the first in 1SS1, when Pierre I.orillard’s Iroquois was first home. 
William C. Whitney won in 1901 with Volodyovski, which he had leased, and Richard Croker 
took the honor in 1907 with Orby, a colt bred in Ireland from a daughter of the American 
sire Hanover. The late Herman B. Duryea was the last American to win the Derby. He 
accomplished it with Durbar II. in 1914, and Durbar IL, like Orby, had a heritage of Ameri- 
can blood through his dam.

ENGLISH PUBLIC IS SHABBY 

Belated English figures gave The number 
of successful first and second favorites dur- 
ing last year's flat racing season in England. 
In the 176 days from Lincoln to Manchester 
112 favorites won at odds-on, 270 at odds 
against and 621 were beaten. Second favor- 
ites won 226 races and lost 830. An aver- 
age of two wins in five for favorites sounds 
a payable one, but in England so many 
winners start at odds-on that it is improb- 
able a fixed stake on each favorite at 
starting price would give a profit at the end 
of the year.
